No. 44/7 /53-Public.— The Government of India 
record with deep regret the death on the 4th October, 
1033, at Calcutta of Shri Surendranath Buragohain, 
Deputy Minister of Works, Housing and Supply. 

2. Shri Buragohain joined the National Movement in 
1938 and was elected as a Member of the Assam Legis- 
lative Assembly in 1943. In 1945, he became Minister 
for Local Self-Government, Labour, Excise and 
General Departments in the Assam Government. He 
was elected to the House of the People from Assam 
in 1952 and was appointed Deputy Minister, Ministry 
of Works, Mines and Power. 

3. As a Deputy Minister, Shri Buragohain showed 
great administrative ability and devotion to work and 
he served the country in an exemplary manner. His 
courtesy and geniality endeared him to all who came 
in contact with him. He was also connected with 
many cultural activities and in 1948 he went to Burma 
and Thailand as a Member of the Non-Official Cul- 
tural Mission, His sudden death at the early age of 
49 has cut short a career full of promise and is a great 
loss to the Nation. 

4. The Government of India mourn the loss of a 
valued and trusted colleague and convey their sincere 
sympathies to the members of his family.
